The flre brigade ar- 


rived luomptly and Iwnt its energies to 
saving the siirrcntmiing property, unaware 
that tin- occupants of the upper part of 
Ihu burning house were roasting to death. 
It was i'Uly after tbe flames had been ex- 
tinguished that they came in sight of the 
bodies of a family of live persons who had 
perishi-il. The family consi.Hted of Pierre 
Miramlii, his wife and three children, who 
bad lately returned from the states iu- 
tendirs: to settle in their native city.where 
they li;nl found employment. Two sailors 
beluu).-iiig to the Mary Jane, of Halifax, 
who were in a drunken stupor, were un- 
able t<> escape, and also perished in the 
Same*. 


DOWN THE MOUNTAIN SIDE. 


Terrible niul Fatal Trip on a Railway in

The Rev. Mr. Hans-in was put upon 
the stand and made a flat denial of the 
charge. At the conclusion of the test! 
moiiy the justice, finding no evidence to 
sustain the charges, dismissed the case.

After cleaning off the dirt and mold he 
saw that he had an officer's sword of revo- 
lutionary pattern. The sword was of the 
regulation sixe and had an old-fashioned 
English handle. It was stuck almost fast 
in a metal scabbard. Excepting about 
six inches just below the hilt, it was in 
perfect condition. 


Letters on the Itlade. 


Reipe polished it with cleaning powder, 


and was rewarded for his pains with the 
discovery of this inscription in old English 
letters on the blade: "Mig. John Andre." 
There is no other letter or mark on the 
Bword. Maj. A.ndre is said to have trav- 
ersed all the ground in the neighborhood 
of Ht-ipe's jil.-u.-v, so it ia thought there is 
little doubt that the old a word once swung 
at his side. Ri-ipe says tliu sword lay 
about one foot under the surface and sixty 
feet from the river. 


Sensational Breach of Promise Suit.

WASHINGTON- CITY, July 17.—The house 


Thursday, immediately after the reading 
of the journal, went into committee of 
the whole on the land grant forfeiture 
bill. Messts. Rae of Arkansas, Cobb of 
Alabama, and Paysou of Illinois, dis- 
cussed the measure, but owing to the in- 
tense heat in the hall of the house a ma- 
jority of the members repaired'^fo the 
lobbies, and but little attention was paid 
to the discussion. 


Tlie senate resumed consideration of the 


sundry civil appropriation bill, the pend- 
ing question being on the amendment to 
add to the appropriation of $300,000 for 
topographic surveys a provision that one- 
half of that sum should be expended west 
ofthelOlst meridian, and that the act of 
October, 1888, reserving irrigible lauds be 
repealed.

asked for. 


Petition from Colored Men. 


WASHINGTON CITV, July 17.—The South- 


ern States Colored Republican associa- 
tion, through its president, 11. J. Europe, 
of Alabama, has sent to the Republican 
members of tlie wnair, u petition urging 
the p.-ssagi-of th.; federal election bill, 
which it s'iys it ni-ccssary to secure free 
and fair rl-.viimis in tho south. The best 
form of government, the petitioners say, 
is that of a republican, but the worst 
form of citizenship is disfranchised citi- 
zenship in a republican form of govern- 
ment. 
They do not seek, the petition 


says, "domination" over the white people 
of the south; but rather participation as 
citizens in the governments of the south. 


Working Agalnut Professor Solcy. 


WASHINGTON CITV, July 17.—A strong 


effort is being ruade to defeat the con- 
firmation of the nomination at Professor 
Soley to be assistant secretary of the navy. 
This is in part a revival of the old strife 
between the line and the staff of the navy. 
The nomination will be opposed on the 
ground that the law provided that the ap- 
pointment should be made from civil life 
and that the spirit of the law was violated 
when Mr. Soley resigned his commission 
in the navy for the purpose of accepting 
this appointment. 


A Textid Member After Gore. 


WASHINUTON CITV, July 17.—There was 


some excitement in the house press gallery 
Thursday afternoon over the appearance 
of a member of the house from Texas, 
looking for tho correspondent of a west- 
ern paper with the announcement that 
he inteuded to shoot him on night. The 
correspondent is not in the city and tho 
Texas member returned to the floor of the 
house without doing any damage. 


New York's Population. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 17.—The rough 


official count of the population of New 
York city just completed by the census 
offic", shows that the population is 1,513,- 
501, which is an increase of 35.48 per cent, 
over the census returns of 1880, 
which gave 


the population as 1,200,299, an increase of I 
28 per cent, during the decade. In 1870, 
the population was 942,:i92, and in I860, 
808,058. 


A Michigan Man Appointed. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 17.—The presi- 


dent has appointed O. L. Spaulding, of 
Michigan, assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, vice George C. Tichenor, resigned. 
He was formerly a member of congress 
and is now a special agent of the treasury.

V. Montgomery, of Michigan, justice on 
the bench of the District of Columbia, has 
announced his intentiou of resigning to 
engage in the practice of law in his native 
state.

SHO* HIS FATHER AND MOTHER. 


A T»le o.' Youthful Depravity from Qore- 


vllle, III*. 


ANNA, Ills., July 17 —A taleof depravity 


hard to believe comes from Goreville, a 
small town in the western edge of John- 
son county, removed from railways and 
telegraph stations. The other night when 
every one was asleep a man, supposed at 
the time to be a burglar, broke into the 
house of a farmer named Morris Sullivan. 
On being spoken to he fired a pistol at the 
bed in which Sullivan and his wife were 
sleeping. The ball struck Sullivan in the 
breast," inflicting fatal injuries. Mrs. Sul- 
livan jumped out of bed and tnrew her- 
self upon the murderer, but tho pistol 
was discharged again, and she fell wound- 
ed in the left breast. Her injuries are pro- 
nounced fatal. By this time the alarm 
had been given and the neighbors came 
in. On securing the murderer he was 
found to be Sullivan's IC-year-old son. He 
is now in jail. A few mouths ago the boy 
poisoned some water, which he gave to 
his parents, but this attempt at murder 
failed. He gi\-cs as his reason for commit- 
ting the crime that he was tired of wait- 
ing for the old folks' property. 


Minnesota farmer**' Alliance.

The test was made from the Parade house 
grounds, only a few spectators being pres- 
ent. At 4:15 he stepped into the ship, the 
ropes were let go and the balloon went 
straight up until it reached an altitude of 
about a,000 feet when it moved in a south- 
erly direction. After sailing for a short 
time it moved to the southeast, and turn- 
ing around went northeast. At 6 o'clock 
Professor Campbell lauded several miles 
from the starting point. 


Home for Imllgeat Odd Fellows. 


GREEN BAT, Wis., July 17.—The board 


of managers appointed to select a home 
for indigent Odd Fellows did a wise thing 
in choosing the one this city offered. The 
building to be used for the home is a mag- 
nificent three story structure, built in 
1874 at a cost of about (87,000. It is located 
on Astor heights, in the southern part of 
the city, and about thirty-five feet above 
the level of Fox and East rivers, making 
the drainage complete.

Suicide of a Wealthy Mall.

wealthy merchant of this city, who had 
been living with his family at the Pavilion 
hotel, Stateu Island, for a year past, shot 
himself in the temple and killed himself. 
The news was broken to the wife and 
daughter, who are almost, crazed by their 
sad bereavement. No cause as yet can be 
assigned for Mr. Caney's act, except de- 
spondency from sickness. 


Chicago'*) Population. 


CHICAGO, July 17.—The census books of 


the Chicago district have been verified and 
counted. Superintendent Gilbert baa an- 
nounced that the corrected returns show a 
population for the city of 1,101,868. This, 
he said, was not to be taken as as an of- 
ficial return. Still he lulieved it to be a 
count which would not be materially 
changed by the further revision of the 
books at Washington.

PECULIARITIES OF HIS BEHAVIOR. 


He Has a Mont Extraordinary Idea of 


Hid Power and Wealth and In Supposed 
To Be Innanp—rhynlciaiiH In Constant 
Attendance 
Upon 
Him—The Latent 


Epliodv In IIU Career—A Warning 
Note to the Sultan—Foreign Flashed. 
PARIS, July 17.—A newspaper of this 


city, Le Siecle, asserts that ex-King Mi- 
lan, of Scrviu, ia a crank, and the instances 
which it adduces of his peculiar behavior 
indicate that he is insane. 
IAS Ciecle says 


that he speaks of himself as the "emperor 
of Europe," and seems to have a most ex 
traordinary idea of his power and wealth. 
Physicians are in constant attendance 
upon him, and keep a close watch on his 
hallucinations and the practical effects of 
them, in order to be prepared for any sud- 
den development of his luuaof. Milan's 
conduct in Perls was of so flighty and ec- 
centric a nature that it was decided by 
many people that his actions could be at- 
tributed only to unsoundness of mind, 
and the same impression was made upon 
every one in Vienna during his last visit 
to the Austrian capital. 


Irresponsible In Monetary Matter*. 


The Austrian court simply refused to 


carry on further financial transactions 
with him or to receive him personally on 
the ground that he was irresponsible in 
monetary matters and that the peculiari- 
ties of his behavior, and particularly hia 
open defiance of all the conventional du- 
ties of society and family, shut him out 
from intercourse with the impartial fam- 
ily. The general gossip, however, in Vi- 
enna at that time was that tho ex-kind's 
intellect was so unsettled by excesses that 
his insane gambling and other peculiar 
courses were the result of Well-deflned 
lunacy. 


A Polite Warning. 


The latest episode in his career which 


baa attracted attention was the warning 
politely conveyed to him by the Servian 
ministers In Belgrade when they waited 
upon htm and requested him for the sake 
of the country's peace to refrain fiom ut- 
terances upon which a false interpretation 
might be placed, to which admonition he 
replied that lie would observe the consti- 
tution. Thereupon he ceased his rather 
vacuous demonstrations and conversa- 
tion. Whether be be really insane cannot 
be pronounced absolutely merely on the 
evidence of I* Siecle; but this fact, if it 
be a fact, would explain much of his be- 
havior. 


FOREIGN MISCELLANY. 


Must Kccognice Ferdinand. 


Lovnos, July 17.—Prime MinisterStam- 


buloff, who is the virtual dictator of Bul- 
garia, is said to be preparing another note 
to the sultan, more energetic than the 
former one, to the effect that Bulgaria
